And neuertheleſſe her Highnes 
pleaſure is. that two ot her Juſt ces. that is toſay,of either bench one.ſhall the firſt day of Michaelmas tearme, 
called Otabis Michaclis accozding tothe ancient oꝛder of her Lawes, he pe the eſſoines of the ſaide Ottabis Mi- 
cls, at which vras of Sant Michael, wꝛittes of adiournement ſhalbe directed to tage (aide Jufkices, giuing 
em aut voꝛitie to adiourne the ſaide Tearme of Saint M chael, that is to ſaye, from the vtas thereof, vnt.ll 
Me 4 Micaaclis, as betoze is ſaid: And the ſaid adiournement ſhalbe made in the firſt day of the ſa de vras, com- 
monly called the day of eſſoines. And further her Maieſties pleaſure ts, thatailmaters. cauſes and ſuites, depen- 
ding in any of her otherCourts bet weene partie and partie, as in her Yighnelle Courts of Chauncerie, Starre

(0:e(aid, do make detault therein. Chat then her Dighneſle Wzittes and Pꝛoceſſe ſhalbe awarded, and ſent tozth 
aunt euery ſuch perſon and perſons, and the ſa ne to be duely and oꝛderly ſerued and returned by the Dheriffes 
and Ofticers taereunto appointed, in ſuch line maner and fozme as the ſame ſhould haue bene, if this pꝛeſent pꝛo⸗ 
damation had not bene made. And if any Dheriffe oz other Officer ſhall make default, oz be negligent in 
— returning ol any the wꝛittes and Pꝛoceſſe afozeſaid: Chat then euery ſuch Sher ffe and other Of- 
cer ſhall incurre ſuch paines and penalties, as by the ſaide Courts, 02 any ot them ſhalbe taxed and aſſeſſed: 
Billing and commanding all and euery her Bateſties Dheriffes,officers, miniſters and ſubiectes, to whom it 
doth 02 (hall to obſerue and keep allemblies and apparances, with all their returnes and certifi-
